Prominent Confederate Cavalry Lead- 
er Who Fought Under Morgan, 
Died In Louisville. 



IiOUlBVille, Ky., February 24— Gen- 
eral Bennett H. Young, commander- 
in-chief of the United StateB Confed- 
erate Veterans from 1913 to 1916, died 
at his home here Sunday afternoon 
following a short Illness. He return- 
ed to Louis villi- Saturday night in a 
dying condition from Florida, where 
he went Bever8l weeks ago to recup- 
erate. 

General Young served with Morgan, 
J. B. Stuart and Mosby during tne 
Civil War and won considerable fame 
as a cavalry leader. In 1844 he wrote 
"Confederate Wizards of the Saddle", 
describing the operation of the Con- 
federate mounted forceB during the 
war. 

General Young was born In Nicho- 
lasville, Ky., on May 25, 1843, the son 
of Robert and Josephine Henderson 
Young. He was educated at Centre 
College, Danville, Ky., Queen's Col- 
lege, Toronto, Can. He was also a 
graduate of the law department or 
Queen's College, Belfast, Ireland. He 
served in the Confederate army under 
General John Hunt Morgan. 

General Young was president, of the 
Louisville Public Library and presi- 
dent of the Confederate Home. 

He was a member of the Constitu- 
tional convention in 1890. 

He was commanding the depart- 
ment of Tennessee. United Confeder- 
ate Veterans, in 1912 and 1913, and 
was commander-in-chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans from 1913 to 
1916.

DIED AT HOME SUNDAY m gy 

MANY BOSTONIANS 



Great Throng Meets President Wilson 
As He Again Puts Foot on Amerl. 
cau Soll-precantlons Taken. 

Boston, February 24— After an ab- 
sence of more than 10 weeks, during 
which ho took part In deliberations 
destined to mold the world's history 
for generations, President Wilson 
again stepped on American soil to- 
day. 

He came ashore here aboard the 
revenue cutter Ossipee, which took 
him and the executive party off the 
liner George Washington, which ar- 
rived In President roads, Boston har- 
bor, early last night. 

Escorted by six destroyers, which 
met her at sea, the president's ship 
arrived off Deer Island, at the harbor 
entrance, at 6 o'clock Sunday night 

As soon as the transport dropped 
anchor naval craft began circling 
about it, keeping a constant vigil 
throughout the night. 

The day for President Wilaos's wel- 
come home dawned clear, with a 
strong south wind. Practically all 
signs of rain had disappeared. 

The only persons on board the Os- 
sipee to welcome the president were 
Governor Coolidge, Mayor Peters, Maj. 
Gen. Clarence Edwards and Rear Ad- 
miral Spencer S. Wood. 

Every ship in the harbor, naval and 
merchant, was a mass of colors In 
honor of the president's arrival. 

Joseph P. Tumulty, the president's 
secretary, went aboard the George 
Washington last night, going .down the 
bay on a submarine chaser. Tumulty 
had taken with him the $6,000,000,000 
war revenue bill fir the president to 
sign. 

The streets along which the presi- 
dential procession passed today were 
roped to hold back the crowds. 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken to guard the president. The 
Copley Plaza Hotel was patroled by 
many Secret Service men. 

Mechanics Hall, where the speech 
was to be made, was surrounded by 
officers early In the day. Men with 
rides were stationed on roofs of build- 
ings. 

Persons without credentials were 
not even permitted to cross the streets 
through which the president's auto- 
mobile proceeded. 

Troops sent in from the forts were 
supplied with regulation cartridges- 
no blanks. Nine hundred policemen 
were stationed on the line of march. 

Long before time for the president 
to land the sidewalks were thronged 
with spectators. Boston's hotels wero 
unable to accommodate crowds from 
all parts of New England.

Having neither 
valves nor frets, It can be tuned per 
fectly as It is played, and Its tones 
can be softened to the mellow notes 
of the violin. „ 

"So adaptable is the trombone, so 
wonderful Is Its power of expression, 
that it can take the place of flute, 
cello, cornet or violin. In an orches- 
tra. And the same variety of tones 
may be perfected in a correctly bal- 
anced choir of trombones as the larg- 
est organ tan produce."

FLOOR TUX APPLIES TO 
TOBACCO AS WELL AS LIQUOR 

New RtTI Hill Which President In 

Supposed to Sign Toduy Will 
Greatly Increase Taxation on 
Tolmcco us Well iin 
Liquor. 

Much Interest Is being shown here 
In the new revenue taxi bill which 
President Wilson Is supposed to sign 
today in Huston as the first official 
"Set after his landing in this country 
from his trip to Europe. 

It Is pointed out that there are no 
exemptions for liquors and tobacco in 
the new revenue bill In the "floor tax" 
provisions, hut Hint all taxnblo goods 
arc subject to the "floor tax". The 
"floor tax" Is designed to make up Hie 
difference between the tax which al 
ready has been paid and that which is 
required to be paid undor the new rev- 
enue measure. 

As an illustration It is cited that the 
former tax on distilled snlrits for bev- 
erage purposes was $3.20 a gallon. 
The new measure increases It to $0.4(1 
a gallon. Assuming the old tax has 
been paid, there will be a further tax 
of $3.20, all Inventoried goods tons 
paying the rate In the new measure. 
In the case of distilled liquors Hie ad- 
ditional tax, known as the "floor tax." 
Is exactly the same amount as the 
revenue tax In the old law. The revenue 
tax has been doubled" and there are no 
exemptions.. The "floor tax" applies 
to tobacco and lis products, cigars, 
cigarettes, etc.
